GENERAL COMITE - ORGANIZATION OF WORK 

AT NOV. 8 MEETING TO DISCUSS ORGANIZATION OF WORK, PRES 
BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA) TOLD GC ONLY 14 OFGA'S 110 

AGENDA ITEMS HAD THUS FAR BEEN COMPLETED AND WORK WOULD HAVE TO BE 
ACCELERATED IF SESSION WERE TO BE CONCLUDED BY DECM 17. 

HE REQUESTED THAT TOP PRIORITY BE GIVEN ITEMS CONTAINING 
FINANCILA IMPLICATIONS. REPORTS BY COMITE CHAIRMEN ON 
PROGRESS INDICATED: COMITES 1,2 AND SPECIAL POLITICAL 
EXPECTED TO COMPLETE WORK AS SCHEDULED; COMITE 4 MIGHT 
HAVE TO EXTEND WORK INTO WEEK OF DEC. 9; COMITE 5 MUST 
SPEEK UP WORK, AND RECOMMENDED MAIN COMITES GIVE PRIORITY TO 
DRAFTS WITH FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS; COMITE 6 "SOMEWHAT BEHIND" 

BUT HOPED TO CONCLUDE DEC. 6. ACABQ CHAIRMAN RHODES COULD 
NOT FORECAST WHEN AC WOULD BE ABLE TO COMPLETE ITS WORK. 

COMITE 3 CHAIRMAN MARICO(MALI) SAID HER COMITE STILT. HAD NINE 
ITEMS TO CONSIDER, WAS LOSING TIME BECAUSE OF LATE SUBMISSION 
OF DRAFT RESES, AND SHE HOPED ADDITIONAL MEETINGS AND LONGER HOURS 
COULD BE SCHEDULED FOR COMITE 3. 

AFTER PRES SUGGESTED RECOMMENDING THAT COMITES WORK UNTIL 
7:00 OR 7:30 P.M. , USYG LEWANDOWKSI POINTED OUT DIFFICULTY 
FOR INTERPRETERS TO WORK LONGER THAN TWO-AND-HALF TO THREE 
HOURS, AND THAT EXTENSION OF EVENING MEETINGS BY HOUR OR MORE 
WOULD CREATE SERIOUS ORGANIZATIONAL PROBLEMS 
WHICH COULD NOT ALWAYS BE ARRANGED. RUTLEDGE, CHIEF EDITOR 
AND DIRECTOR OF EDITORIAL AND OFFICIAL RECORDS DIVISION, 

POINTED OUT THAT 160 HOURS HAD BEEN LOST UP TO NOV.l 
BY STARTING MEETINGS LATE OR ADJOURNING EARLY, SAID STAFF 
ALREADY HEAVILY TAXED AND HE MADE APPEAL THAT MEETINGS BEGIN 
PROMPTLY AND THAT FULL USE BE MADE OF AVAILABLE TIME AND RESOURCES. 
SYG WALDHEIM CALLED FOR COOPERATION, AND USG MORSE SPOKE 
OF GA SCHEDULE. 

COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

TEMPLETON (NEW ZEALAND) INTRODUCED IN COMITE NOV.8 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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15-POWER DRAFT RES (L.683) WHICH WOULD CONDEMN ALL NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS, REAFFIRM DEEP CONCERN 
AT CONTINUANCE OF SUCH TESTING AND AT LACK OF COMPREHENSIVE 
TEST BAN AGREEMENT, AND CALL ON STATES NOT YET PARTY 
TO TREATY BANNING NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS IN ATMOSPHERE, OUTER 
SPACE AND UNDERWATER TO ADHERE TO IT FORTHWITH. STATEMENTS 
ON 12 DISARMAMENT ITEMS WERE MADE BY REPS OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 

SYRIA, TUNISIA, MADAGASCAR, INDONESIA, LIBERIA, NETHERLANDS, 
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UKRAINE, ECUADOR, VENEZUELA, ALGERIA, ARGENTINA AND FIJI. 

WDC WAS SUPPORTED BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, TUNISIA, MBAGASCAR, 

LIBERIA, SYRIA, UKRAINE, ALGERIA AND VENEZEULA. INDONESIA 
AND ARGENTINA FAVORED CONTINUATION OF WDC AD HOC COMITE. 

SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS WAS 
SUPPORTED BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, SYRIA, UKRAINE, VENEZUELA AND FIJI. 
SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL WAS ENDORSED BY SYRIA, TUNISIA, MADGASCAR, 
INDONESIA AND VENEZUELA; DUTCH APPROACH WAS POSITIVE, AND 
BADAGASCAR FOUND IT INTERESTING. INITIATIVES FOR ME AND 
SOUTH ASIA NFZ'S WERE WELCOMED BY TUNISIA, MADAGASCAR, 

ALGERIA, VENEZUELA, AND IN PRINCIPLE BY FIJI. ECUADOR 
SAID WMO SHOULD PREPARE STUDY. THERE WAS SERIES OF RIGHTS 
OF REPLY AND POINTS OF ORDER BY REPS OF ISRAEL, SYRIA, GDR 
AND YEMEN. FRANCE ALSO REPLIED TO FIJI. 

VEJVODA(CZECHOSLOVAKIA) BELIEVED WDC AD HOC COMITE COULD BE 
ASSIGNED TAKS OF ACTUALLY PREPARING FOR WDC. HE HOPED CCD 
WOULD SOON BE ABLE TO REACH AGREEMENT ON BANNING MANUFACTURE 
AND USE OF CW, AND REFERRED TO CHINA'S NEGATIVE ATTITUDE, AL- 
MASRI (SYRIA) SAID US LAST YEAR ALERTED ITS MILITARY FORCES 
FOR WORLD WAR, "IN ORDER TO DEFEND ISRAELI RACIST, EXPANSIONIST 
REGIME IN OCCUPIED PALESTINE. " SUCH ACTIONS SHOWED WHY 
IMPERIALSISTS PURSUED ARMS RACE. HE DECLARED FLOW OF ARMS TO 
SUCH REGIMES WAS AS DANGEROUS AS PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS, MENTIONED VIETNAM, BELIEVED THERE SHOULD BE CAREFUL 
STUDY OF CONCEPT OF NFZ'S AND SPOKE OF ISRAELI USE OF NAPALM 
(SUPPLIED BY US) AGAINST PALESTINIAN REFUGEES. 

DRISS (TUNISIA) SAID ANY DELAY IN SEARCH FOR SOLUTION TO 
DISARMAMENT QUESTION WOULD HAVE NEGATIVE CONSEQUENCES, AS ARMS 
STOCKPILES WERE CONSTANTLY INCREASING. HE HOPED WDC WOULD 
BE CONVENED SOON AS POSSIBLE, SINCE ALL STATES, 
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HOWEVER SMALL, HAD INTEREST IN DISARMAMENT. RAHARIJAONA 
(MADAGASCAR) CALLED FOR END TO ALL NUCLEAR- WEAPONS 
TESTING, ATTACHED GREAT IMPORTANCE TO IMPLEMENTATION OF IOPZ 
DECLARATION, AND NOTED GOM EXPRESSED STRONG OPPOSITION TO 
PROPOSALS TO EXPAND BASE AT DIEGO GARCIA. 

SANI (INDONESIA) EXPRESSED CONTINUED SUPPORT FOR STEPS 
TOWARD ELIMINATING WARS AND ARRESTING INCREASE OF MANUFACTURE 
AND SALE OF WEAPONS. RESULTS OF EFFORTS TO CONTROL ARMS RACE 
HAD IN REALITY BEEN ILLUSORY AS FAR AS THEIR EFFECT ON 
REAL DISARMAMENT WAS CONCERNED. HE FAVORED CONSULTATIONS 
ON IOPZ WITH VIEW TO CONVENING CONFERENCE. DOSUMU- JOHNSON 
(LIBERIA) EMPHASIZED THAT NEW APPROACH WAS REQUIRED FOR WORLD 
DISARMAMENT, BASED ON MUTUAL RESPECT AND HUMANITARIANISM 
RATHER THAN ON INDEOLOGICAL CONFRONTATION. 
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NETHERLANDS FONSEC KOOIJMAN SAID ASSURANCES GIVEN BY INDIA 
THAT IT REMAINED COMMITTED TO POLICY OF USING NUCLEAR ENERGY 
ONLY FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES COULD NOT TAKE AWAY HIS GOVT'S 
ANXIETY ABOUT POSSIBLE CONSEQUENCES OF INDIA'S EXPLOSION 
OF NUCLEAR DEVICE. SO FAR AS NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS WERE RALLY NEEDED 
FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES IN NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON COUNTRIES, SUCH 
EXPLOSIONS SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT FOR THEM BY 
EXISTING NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES, THROUGH IAEA. HE CALLED ON 
ALL STATES TO ACCEPT NPT. RESHTNIAK (UKRAINE) SAID SO VIET- AMERICAN 
HIGH-LEVEL MEETINGS AND SALT HAD SPECIAL IMPORTANCE FOR 
WORLD PEACE; POLITICAL DETENTE SHOUDL NOW BE SUPPLEMENTED 
BY MILITARY DETENTE. GA SHOULD GIVE WDC COMITE SPCIFIC TASKS 
REGARIND PRACTICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR CONFERENCE. CW SHOULD 
BE BANNED, AND SC SHOULD MEET ON NON-USE OF FORCE AND PERMANENT 
BANNING OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. HE SAID. 

BENITES (ECUADOR) NOTED THERE WAS GREAT REVULSION AGINST 
CW AND BW, BOTH OF WHICH SHOULD BE BANNED. ONLY POSITIVE 
MOVE TOWARD CW HAD BEEN JAPANESE PROOPSAL TO CCD. HE THOUGHT 
ICRC SHOULD CONTINUE ITS STUDIES REGARDING WEAPONS CAUSING 
NEEDLESS SUFFERING, AND HE SUGGESTED WMO MAKE TECHNICAL 
STUDY OF ENVIRONMENTAL AND CLIMATOLOGICAL CHANGES. 

TAQHARDAT (VENEZUELA) DECLARED THAT THOSE CHARGING OIL 
COUNTRIES WITH RESPONSIBILITY FOR WORLD INFLATION FORGOT HOW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MANY FUNDS USED FOR ARMS RACE WERE DIVERTED FROM FOOD 
PRODUCTION. HE CALLED FOR PROHIBITION ON USE OF NAPALM 
AND ON USSR TO SIGN AND RATIFY PROTOCOLS 
RE LA NFZ. AZZOUT (ALGERIA) SAID NUMBER OF NUCLEAR TESTS 
CONTINUED TO RISE YEARLY DESPITE CONCERN OF INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY. HE THOUGHT SUSTAINED EFFORTS ON PART OF INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY COULD MAKE WDC A POSSIBILITY. DE PRAT GAY (ARGENTINA) 
SAID THAT GCD WAS ONE OF PRIMARY GOALS OF HIS DEL. 

ARMS RACE CONTINUED TO CONSUME VAST SUMS OF MONEY WHICH COULD 
BE BETTER USED FOR ENCOOMIC DEVELOPMENT, HE POINTED OUT. 
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NANDAN (Fill) SAID THAT FRANCE CONSIDERED THAT IT HAD 
IMPERALISTIC RIGHT TO CONDUCT ITS NUCLEAR WEAPON 
TESTS IN REGIONS OF WORLD TO WHICH IT DID NOT BELONG AND IN 
AREAS WHERE ITS OWN METROPOLITAN POPULATION WAS NOT AT RISK. 
IF FRENCH TESTS WERE SO SAFE, WHY WERE THEY NOT BEING 
CONDUCTED IN METROPOLITAN FRANCE IN EUROPE, INSTEAD OF 
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AFRICA, IN FIRST PLACE, AND NOW THE PACIFIC? HE ASKED. 

IN HIS VIEW, JAPANESE CW DRAFT WAS IMPORTANT STEP. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE-ISRAELI PRACTICES 

AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA), CHAIRMAN OF SPECIAL COMITE TO 
INVESTIGATE ISRAELI PRACTICES AFFECTING HUMAN RIGHTS OF 
POPULATION OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, INTRODUCED THAT 
COMITE'S REPORT IN SPC NOV. 8. STATEMENTS WERE 
MADE BY REPS OF ISRAEL, EGYPT AND LEBANON, AND RIGHTS 
OF REPLY EXERCISED BY ISRAEL AND LEBANON. 

AMERASINGHE DECLARED THAT, AS NOTED IN SPECIAL COMITE S 
REPORT, BASIC ISRAELI POLICY CONTINUED UNCHANGED, AND SUCH 
PRACTICES AND POLICIES AS ANNEXATION AND SETTLEMENT, 

EXPULSION AND DENIAL OF RIGHT OF CIVILIANS OF TERRITORIES 
TO RETURN TO THEIR HOMES WERE STILL VERY MUCH IN 
EVIDENCE. THEIR SCALE AND THEIR PATTERN WERE SUCH THAT THEY 
COULD NOT BE JUSTIFIED ON GROUNDS OF OVERWHELMING MILITARY 
NECESSITY, WHICH COULD BE INVOKED UNDER FOURTH GENEVA 
CONVENTION TO JUSTIFY CERTAIN MEASURES. 

DORON (ISRAEL), IN LONG, DETAILED REBUTTAL OF REPORT, 

CITED VARIOUS PASSAGES IN SUPPORT OF HIS CHARGE THAT ITS 
CONCLUSIONS WERE BASED ON "WORTHLESS" EVIDENCE AND THAT CONDUCT 
OF SPECIAL COMITE S PROCEEDINGS DEPRIVED ITS FINDINGS 
OF ANY VALIDITY. ISRAEL CONSIDERED THAT FOURTH GENEVA 
CONVENTION DID NOT APPLY IN THIS CASE FOR NUMBER OF LEGAL 
REASONS, BUT, DESPITE ITS RESERVATIONS, ISRAEL WAS 
TAKING CONVENTION'S PROVISIONS AS STANDARD IN REGARD TO 
TERRITORIES. AS FOR QUNEITRA, HE SAID ONE PARA OF REPORT 
STATED THERE WAS "TOTAL DEVASTATION" AND ANOTHER THAT 
"DESTRUCTION, WHATEVER ITS CAUSE, HAD BEEN SELECTIVE". 

TOWN, HE CONTINUED, HAD BEEN DESCRIBED AS "TOTAL RUIN" 

AS EARLY AS 1970 AND 1971 AS RESULT OF CONSTANT SYRIAN SHELLING. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ISRAEL'S ADMINISTRATION OF TERRITORIES WAS "PROBABLY MOST 
ENLIGHTENED OF ALL SUCH ADMINISTRATIONS IN SIMILAR 
CIRCUMSTANCES ", DORON DECLARED. 

MEGUID (EGYPT), WHO ALSO REFERRED TO VARIOUS SECTIONS 
OF REPORT CONCERNING QUNEITRA, DECLARED THAT ISRAELI 
LEADERS SHOULD REALIZE THAT PEOPLE OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
WOULD NOT LIVE INDEFINITELY UNDER OCCUPATION. PLO 
WOULD TAKE FLOOR IN GA IN FEW DAYS ON BEHALF OF PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE-A PEOPLE WHOSE EXISTENCE ISRAEL TRIED TO DENY. 

PALESTINIANS WERE ENTITLED TO THEIR LAND, NO MATTER WHAT 
"COLONIES" THE ZIONISTS HAD ESTABLISHED IN OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES. 
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MAHMASSANI (LEBANON) SAID ISRAEL LEFT QUNEITRA IN SAME WAY 
HITLER LEFT LARGER PART OF WARSAW. MOREOVER, ISRAEL 
WAS SYSTEMATICALLY DESTROYING PHYSICAL AND DEMOGRAPHIC 
STRUCTURE OF JERUSALEM, AND IT SOUGHT THAT CITY'S COMPLETE 
DE- ARABIZATION AND DE-CHRISTIANIZATION. ISRAEL, HE SAID, 

RESORTED TO BLACKMAIL TO ASSURE EMIGRATION OF JEWS TO 
ISRAEL SO THAT IT COULD SECURE MORE SOLDIERS AND TECHNICIANS 
AND THEREBY STRENGTHEN ITS HOLD ON OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

DORON REJECTED LEBANESE REP’S COMPARISON OF ISRAELI ACTS 
WITH THOSE OF NAZIS, AND MAHMASSANI REPLIED THAT IF ISRAELI 
REP WANTED TO REJECT PARALLELS OF NAZISM HIS GOVT SHOULD 
STOP ITS POLICY OF AGGRESSION AND ANNEXATION. 

COMITE 2- UNEP 

COMITE 2 IN CONTINUED DEBATE ON UNEP NOV 8 HEARD STATEMENTS 
BY REPS OF THAILAND, FRG, CANADA, JAMAICA, GDR, AUSTRALIA. 

SPAIN, US, ITALY, POLAND, NORWAY, NETHERLANDS, LIBYA, 

CUBA, AUSTRIA, EGYPT, IRAN, INDONESIA, SRI LANKA AND MALTA. 

CANADA INTRODUCED DRAFT RES (L. 1369) WITH 27 COSPONSORS INCLUDING 
US PROPOSING THAT VANCOUVER CONFERENCE-EXPOSITION ON HUMAN 
SETTLEMENTS BE KNOWN AS HABITAT: UN CONFERENCE ON 
HUMAN SETTLEMENTS, THAT GA AGREE THAT PREPARATORY COMITE 
FOR CONFERENCE CONVENE FIRST FORMAL SESSION IN 
JAN 75 AT UNHQ, AND THAT CONFERENCE AGENDA SHOULD BE 
SELECTIVE, ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE SIMPLE AND DOCUMENTATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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KEPT WITHIN REASONABLE LIMITS. CANADIAN REP REPOTRED 
THAT PREPARATIONS FOR CONFERENCE WERE WELL UNDERWAY, WITH 
PARALLEL CONFERENCE FOR NGOS ALSO PLANNED, PHYSICALLY 
SEPARATE FROM OFFICIAL UN CONFERENCE BUT WITH ADEQUATE 
COMMUNICATIONS. MOST DELS EXPRESSED SUPPORT AND HOPES 
FOR SUCCESS OF CONFERENCE, LDCS ASKING FOR SPECIAL ATTENTION 
TO PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPMENT. 

CUBAN REP SAID THOSE COUNTRIES RESPONSIBLE FOR ENVIRONMENTAL 
DETERIORATION DUE TO EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES 
SHOULD BEAR BURDEN OF SOLVING ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS. 

KLEIN (US) MENTIONED NEED FOR UNEP TO MAKE EACH AREA OF 
TREATMENT CONCRETE AND INTEGRATED WITH PROGRAM OF 
TREATMENT IN OTHER AREAS, TO AVOID SINGLING OUT PROBLEMS FOR 
SPECIAL ATTENTION, AND TO LEAD IN COORDINATING ENVIRONMENTAL 
EFFORTS WITHIN THE UN SYSTEM. 
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STATEMENTS ON RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND GRANTING OF 
INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES WERE MADE IN NOV 
8 MEETING BY REPS OF MAURITANIA, CAMEROON, SIERRA LEONE, 

INDIA, OMAN, IRAN, BYELORUSSIA, CHINA, ROMANIA, SAUDI ARABIA, 
TANZANIA, CYPRUS, KENYA, GDR, LIBYA, ZAMBIA, TURKEY, 

PAKISTA, PERU AND ECUADOR. AFRICAN STATEMENTS EMPHASIZED 
SOUTHERN AFRICA, WHICH WAS EMPHASIZED SOUTHERN AFRICA, WHICH WAS 
MENTIONED BY ALL SPEAKERS, REPS OF OMAN, LIBYA, AND SAUDI 
ARAVIA CALLED FOR RECOGNITION OF RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 
TO SELF DETERMINATION AND RETURN TO HOMELAND, JOINED BY ZAMBIA, 
CYPRUS AND IRAM. 

CYPRUS REP MENTIONED CYPRUS AS RECENT VICTIM OF AGGRESSION AND 
ATTEMPT AT GEOGRAPHIC DISMEMBERMENT, DRAWING TURKISH REP'S 
COMMENT THAT "GREEK CYPRIOT" STATEMENT ON CYPRUS BELONGS 
IN OTHER FORUM. CYPRIOT REP IN RIGHT OF REPLY STATEMENT SAID 
THAT CYPRUS REP AGREED THAT CYPRUS MATTER DID NOT BELING IN 
COMITE 3 BUT THAT SINCE ORIGINAL CYPRUS STATEMENT DID NOT MENTION 
TURKEY, TURKEY SHOULD NOT HAVE RESPONEDE. 

BYELORUSSIAN REP STATED SUPPORT FOR MEASURES ENDING CPAITALIST 
SUPPORT TO RACIST COLONIALIST REGIMES, STATING THAT ALL 
COUNTRIES, COMPANIES AND ORGANIZATIONS HAVING TRADE 
OR LEGAL RELATIONS WITH RACIST REGIMES IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA SHOULD BE BLACKLISTED, AND SUCH COUNTRIES SHOULD HAVE 
HIGH TARIFFS PLACED ON THEIR GOODS. PRC REP DETAILED 
PRACTICES OF SA AND RHODESIAN REGIMES IN LANGUAGE 
SIMILAR TO THAT USED BY OTHER SPEAKERS BUT CONCLUDED WITH 
CONDEMNATION OF IMPERIALISM WHICH FLAUNTS SIGNBOARD OF 
"SOCIALISM" AND MASQUERADES ITSELF AS "RELIABLE FRIEND" 

OF AFRICANS AND LIBERATION MOVEMENTS , PEDDLING HYPOCRITICAL 
ARGUMENT OF DENTE. WARNING THAT ITS TRUE MEANING WAS 
TO FORBID COLONIAL PEOPLES FROM RISING IN REVOLUTION AND TO 
LEAVE THEM AT MERCY OF COLONIALISM. PRC REP SAID REVOLUTIONARY 
PEOPLE SHOULD USE REVOLUTIONARY DUEAL TACTICES TO DEAL WITH 
REACTIONARY REGIME. PERUVIAN REP S STATEMENT EXPRESSED HOPE 
THAT FULL SOVEREIGNTY AND JURISDICTION OF PANAMA OVER ITS 
CANAL WOULD BE RESTORED. 

COMITE 4— NAMIBIA 

COMITE 4 CONCLUDED DEBATE ON NAMIBIA NOV 8, HEARING STATEMENTS 
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BY REPS OF COLOMBIA, PHILIPPINES, BURUNDI, UGANDA, LIBYA 
ALGERIA, LESOTHO, SUDAN, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, DENMARK, TANZANIA, 
GUINEA, FRACE, MEXICO, ECUADOR, UPPER VOLTA AND MALL 
THEME OF MOST STATEMENTS WAS CONDEMNATION OF "TRIPLE VETO" 

AND WESTERN AND JAPANESE COMPANIES EXPOLITING NATURAL WEALTH 
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OF NAMIBIA, AND CALLS FOR AID TO SWAPO. COLOMBIAN REP SAID 

VETO EXPLAINED BY ECONOMIC CIRCUMSTANCES AND INDICATED NEED 

TO REVISE CHARTER. BURUNDI REP REQUESTED URGENT SC MEETING TO 

CONSIDER NAMIBIAN SITUATION AND ACT UNDER CHAPTER VII OF 

CHARTER; TANZANIAN REP SAID UN MUST INTERVENE AND MOVE
